Conversation? with the Coo r * ’ ine. to r for 1PP3 Training at the Civil 
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Service Commission indicate that the entire spectrum of PPB training 
at the Commission is being revamped. In brief, CSC i* cancelling the 
remainder of the- three -week Executive Seminars for this fiscal year 
'with the exception of the ?9 April running at the University of Virginia, 
Also, all Executive Qvif ntatloas in PPB are being cancelled. Specif- 
ally, CSC is breaking op the three -week coarse into one -week incre- 
ments, The Coordinator emphasised this Is experimental, and CSC 
will determine future action based on the results of this pilot running.
